Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is drawn to a method of making a zinc electrode that includes the 
processes of preparing a suspension of a first precipitate of zinc hydroxide in a solution 
of fatty acid and then adding a mineral acid salt to the solution to make a second 
precipitate. 

The closest prior arts of Kawakami, Przybyla and Zeijlstra all teach methods of 
making zinc electrodes. However, none of the references teach or reasonably suggest 
the claimed method of making a zinc electrode with the sequential steps of precipitating 
a zinc hydroxide in a solution of fatty acid and then adding a mineral acid salt to the 
suspension to form a second precipitate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
